The abjectives of the training course were to train men for 
the invasion of Taiwan and to vrenare officials for medium and lew level 
administrative posts ofter the liberation of the tgland. 


On 16 August 1950 the Taiwan Staff Training Carne hele evercises to mark the 
conpletion of the training ctrogram. Aa addreas was mate by TAO Shu-shih, 
ghairnan of the Saet Ghine Military and Tolitical Committee, in which he urged 
tha trainees to continue their efforts toward the Liberation of Taiwan.
